The days of pioneering oil the farm 
are well nigh pest. Now that the rough 
edges are worn off the (rue pleasure 
of life In the open is beginning to be 
appreciated 
At first people crowded 
together in the cities for protection. 
later for convetiien«*e to transacting 
busine** 
The city never was Intend­ 
ed primarily as a p lace to live. 
In tbs 
early days the title* were deserted ae 
soon a* the danger which lied forced 
the t**ople together was over. 
They 
scattered out to their farms, where 
they could live in |*eace and plenty. 
When the development of the city 
aa a business center liegeu no particu­ 
lar provision was made for the home 
life. 
People lived where they could. 
existing for their businsM rather than 
making their businsM exist for them. 
In all tbs year* In which the cltiM of 
the United States have been develop­ 
ing the home life alw ays bae lagged 
behind. 
True, tome of the men who 
were moot *ucce*sful in accumulating 
wealth 
built 
palatial 
homes. 
But 
there la no room In the city for many 
such home* 
Rather must people live 
tiered one above another, layer upon 
layer. 
On ail aides, above aud below, 
the space lo which they ara free to 
move at will is marked by strictly de­ 
fined limits. 
No wonder that In such 
circumstances man has longed for a 
fourth dimension lo which he coaid 
expend 
People have endured these conditione 
because It paid them to do so. 
Busi­ 
ness fed and clothed them, bot busi­ 
ness demanded that they tie always 
close at hand. They knew that some­ 
where outside the web of paved streets 
lay an open country, but they knew of 
no way to which they could make a 
living there. 
Tbs stories (bey heard 
from tbs country were stories of poor­ 
ly paid toll. few plMsurM and a pre­ 
mature old age. 
They preferred th* 
discomforts to which they were accus 
tomed. 
The coming of electric transportation 
widened the hurtson of tbs city. 
It 
made It poMlbl* for the beet paid la­ 
borers to have houses of their own. It 
allowed the Mlarted men, who put la 
fewer hours, to live almost in tbs 
country. 
With a glimpse of suburban 
aud country Ilfs and whet it really 
meant to have plenty of room to 
breathe, the city dweller began tocher 
lab so ambition. He began to tong for 
an acre oi hie own. with a garden and 
a few 
berries and 
some chickens. 
where be could rent and grow old. 
The advance in tbs price of food 
products made It not only possible, 
bat comparatively May, for tbs man 
who baa given the beet years of hie 
life to the city to retire to th* coun­ 
try 
Perhaps I should not use the 
word retire. 
The swirling rush of 
twentieth century life bas mad* tbs 
thought of retiring distasteful. 
The 
ambitious man lets go his work with 
reluctance. 
He would ret ber die la 
th* harness than to rust away bl* re­ 
maining days in idleness. 
But there 
come* a time when tbs strongest man 
feels bit grip weaken and his mind 
falter. 
The bard knocks of a strenu­ 
ous life begin to make themeelvM 
fe lt 
T h * long boun grow wMry on 
bls shoulders. 
Borne men are situated 
go fortunately that they can lot go by 
degrees, working ae they feel tike it 
and turning over to others tbs tasks 
of which tboy tiro. 
Most men. how­

new made former and hi* wife. 
The 
freedom from responsibility calls back 
the light beartedoMa of youth. 
The 
tyranny of office hours Ie done away 
with 
Tbs luxury of independence ie 
attained. 
No sign of the return to tbe country 
is more encouraging than tbe tendency 
of the old farm ers and their wives to 
spend tbe remainder of their days In 
tbe country. 
8ome of the old farm ers 
who move to town to end their days 
are satisfied 
perhaps, 
but moot of 
them ara not 
T h * enforced IdleneM 
galls them 
Tbe narrow boundaries 
of a city lot stifle them. 
They miss 
their old friends aud associates 
The home farm is a much better 
place than the city for tbe funner to 
spend bls declining years for many 
reasons. 
It is home to him. and a 
thousand 
pleasant 
memories 
cling 
around every knoll and tree, 
lie can 
turn over to one of the boy* tbe active 
work of managing tbe farm and still 
have moat of tbe pleasure of farming 
without tbe 
responsibility. 
It 
may 
mean 
the 
construction 
of 
another 
house pet'bai*. bat tbe expense will 
Int leas than the coat of a house in 
the city. There are alw ay* little tasks 
to be done when he feel* like work. 
yet he eau quit when be feels ilks 
quitting. 
When he is not to a mood 
t«> work there are always neighbors 
to vlwtt. 
With his kutomobils or bls 
horse and buggy he aud bls wife can 
go where and when they please. Thus 
the days pea* pleasantly and smooth­ 
ly. without a ripple of discontent or 
tile strain of getting used to a new 
environment.
